GOVERNORS' PAY.

Three sutes of the 45 pay tJO.OOO a 


year each to their chief executives, or 
f3,t)GO more thou is paid a cabinet 
officer. 
Thoie thri'u otatnh are New 


York, Sfe-w Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
All tfcTe<: statts Imve ijjcreased the com- 
pensation of their governors within re- 
cent years. Until the jiresc-ut constitu- 
tion was amende J wijue years ago th6 
•alary of tbe governor of New York was 
$4,000, and the governors of Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey received $5,000 
each. At tbe same time the governor of 
Nevada received $6,000 and the gov- 
ernor of Louisiana $8,000. 


In recent years there has been an at- 


tempt at adjustment of the salaries of 
mauy governors so that these may con- 
form as f ar aa possible to tbe impor- 
tance of tbe duties of the office. The 
governor of Massachusetts, for whose 
office there is an election each year, for- 
merly received $5,000 salary and now 
gets $8,000. The governor of Louisiana, 
for whose office there is an election er- 
ery fourth year, formerly received $8,- 
000 and now gets $4,000. 
The govern- 


or of Indiana gets $5,000 a year for • 
four years' term, or $20,000. Tbe gov- 
ernor of Ohio gets $8,000 a year for a 
two years' term. Connecticut pays her 
governor $4,000, and little Rhode Is- 
land pays $3,000. 


Tbe New England states of tbe north 


border are not very liberal in tbe com- 
pensation of their governors. The gov- 
ernor of Maine gets $2,500 a year. The 
governor of New Hampshire receives 
$2,000, and formerly got only $1,000. 
The governor of Vermont has $1,500 a 
year. Now $1,500 is not a large salary 
for the governor of a sovereign Ameri- 
can Btate. bnt.it ia as mncb as Vermont 
pays or Oregon either. Bat tbe govern- 
or of Oregon has a four years' term, 
whereas the governor of Vermont has a 
term of only two years. It has never 
been established officially what, on a 
certain memorable occasion, tbe govern- 
or of North Carolina said to the govern- 
or of South Carolina. It is supposed by 
many persons that this mysterious al- 
lusion bore some reference to liquid in 
toxicants, bat a more probable explana- 
tion of the conversation is, perhaps, to 
be found in the fact that the governor 
of North Carolina, one of the oldest 
and largest of the original states, gets 
only $3,000 salary, while the governor 
of South Carolina, a smaller and lesg 
important commonwealth, receives $3,- 
COO. The governor of Georgia receive* 
$3,000; the governor of Florida, $3,300. 
Michigan pays a governor $4, 000; Mon- 
tana, a state of much smaller popula- 
tion, $5,000. In Kentucky the rate is 
$6,500; in Missouri, $5,000; in Nebras- 
ka, $4,000; in Kassas, |3,OOP. Mary- 
land pays $4,500; Texas, $4,000; Ida- 
ho, $3,000; West Virginia, 13,700. Del- 
aware and Utah have the same stand- 
ard of compensation for their govern- 
ors, $3,500. The governor of Alabama 
receives the same salary as the govern 
or of Alaska, $3, 000. Wisconsin p«ya 
$2,500 and Colorado $3,000.— New York 
Sun.

The funttious of a CT<xlit man are 
ot generally known to the public, 
ut be is iu many respects the most 
inportaut person employed by a 
mercantile concern. Briefly, he is 


losecl to be informed regarding 


he commercial standing of every 
mi or iuuiviiiuui «iii» wlioui CIS 
wu house has any dealings, and 
he firm for which he works has the 
jcclusive benefit of bis investiga- 
ions, his knowledge aud his experi- 
nce. It does not trust to him alone, 
of course, because iu tbe case of a 
arge house there would 'be rather 
more than be could attend to. The 
regular mercantile agencies are de- 
>ended upon for a certain amount 
f information, usually that which 
concerns the oldest and rich^t cor- 
porations, about whoee solvency 
.here is commonly no question, 
["he credit man may, however, if 
iifi employers suspect a necessity 
lor it, be called upon to probe still 
further than the regular agencies 
go, in order to make assurance 
doubly sure. 


When a would be buyer from 


some remote part of tbe country 
presents himself to a firm to which 
le is entirely unknown, he is intro- 
duced at once to tbe credit man. 
The latter receives whatever cre- 
dentials the stranger has to offer, 
and if he is satisfied that the house 
will run no risk in selling to him he 
states the fact, and his judgment is 
accepted. 


Various considerations determine 


tbe amount of security which a new 
customer is required to show, and 
not infrequently it is stipulated tfeat 
he shall have a real estate backing 
which is known to be responsible. 
The credit man also figures out at 
once the largest amount of credit 
which can be granted to the new 
buyer, this being determined accord- 
ing to the figure at which he is 
rated. 


Subsequently, as he rune up bills 


for goods, they all pass under tbe 
credit man's watchful eye, and if it 
is found that the customer is close 
upon his credit limit the last pur- 
chase is often held until it is proved 
to a certainty that its delivery will 
entail no loss to the firm. This proc- 
ess of keeping track of every buy- 
er's limit Imposes a never ending 
task upon the credit man, and it is 
one which requires delicate han- 
dling too. While great caution is 
necessary, there must be as few 
needless suspicions as possible, for 
these are often the means of driving 
away perfectly trustworthy custom- 
ers, who feol themselves insulted by 
the reflection upon their financial 
methods. 


In cases where there is ground 


for believing that a customer will 
bear watching, the credit man's in- 
vestigations are very thorough. Ho 
inquires as to the private itffairs of 
the buyer in qu<-stion. finds out as 
nearly as poswLIe tbe amount of his 
income <inct hov,- his money is in- 
vested and keeps ;:n eye as well 
upon the way in \vhich be lives and 
spends. 
With every precaution, 


however, there are many losses, 
and it is tbe business of the annual 
convention of credit; men to discover 
better ways each year of protecting 
mercantile interests.—New York 
Tribune.

As they rode together toward 
the road which my friend was seeking 
the Boer recounted with grateful satis- 
faction the many good deeds performed 
by the elder Lindley, but of them all 
the best to him was that represented by 
a sound thrashing he had once received 
at the bauds of this venerable mission* 
ary. For it appeared that this particular 
Boer in his youth had been sent to a 
school taught by Liudky; that the 
Dutchman was noted for his «ze and 
strength and had bragged of bis capac- 
ity to down the teacher, and had actu- 
ally songht the opportunity by refusing 
obedience. But he soon learned that ha 
had made a gross mistake, for this par- 
ticular missionary was also a noted ath- 
lete and gave him such a hiding with a 
bullock whip that the young giant roar- 
ed for mercy before the whole school. 
And for this and similar deeds the 
Boers loved the elder Lindley, and this 
particular Boer venerated his memory. 


On the evening in question, when the 


two men were about to part, the Boer, 
who had been so uncivil at first, begged 
Lindley, with tears in his eyes, to grant 
him a great favor for the sake of his 
conscience. 'Tour father," said he, 
"did me a service so great that I can 
never repay it—be gave me the worn 
thrashing I ever had—he saved my char- 
acter, and I am a better man today, 
thanks to him."

It was immedi- 
ately read aloud to the staff, ana 
after discussing the news for a few 
minutes aud uttering many words 
in praisw of Sherman, the geueial 
wroto the following reply: "I have 
just received your dispatch an- 
nouncing the eaptureof Atlanta. In 
honor of your great victory I have 
ordered a salute to be fired with 
shotted guns from every battery 
bearing upon the enemy. The sa- 
lute will be tired within ar. hour, 
amid great rejoicing." 


In the meantime the glad tidings 


had been telegraphed to Meade and 
Butler, with directions to tire the 
salute, and not long afterward the 
roar of artillery communicated the 
joyful news of victory throughout 
onr army and bore sad tidings to 
the ranks of the enemy. An answer 
was received from Sherman, in 
which lie said: "I h.'<ve received 
your dispatch and will communicate 
it to the troops in general orders. 
* * • I have always felt that you 
would take personally more pleas- 
ure in my success than in your 
own, and I reciprocate the feeling 
to the fullest extent." 


Grant then wrote to Sherman: 


"I feel that you have accomplished 
the most gigantic undertaking giv- 
en to any general in this war with 
a skill and ability which will be ac- 
knowledged in history as unsur- 
passed, if not unequaled. It gives 
me as much pleasure to record this 
in your favor as it would in favor 
of any living man, my self included." 


The above correspondence with 


Sherman recalls the letters which 
were interchanged between them 
after General Grant's successes in 
the west. The general wrote to 
Sherman at that time: "What I 
want is to express my thanks to you 
and McPherson as tho men to whom, 
Above all others, I feel indebted for 
whatever I have bad of success. 
How far your advice and assistance 
have been of help to me you know. 
Eow far your execution of whatever 
has been given you to do entitles 
you to the reward I am receiving, 
yon cannot know as well as I. I 
feel all tbe gratitude this letter 
would express, giving it tbe most 
flattering construction." Sherman 
wrote a no lees manly letter in re- 
ply. After insisting that General 
Grant, assigned to hits subordinates 
too large a share of merit, he-went 
on to say: "I believe you to be as 
brave, patriotic and just as the great 
prototype, Washington ; aa unselfish, 
kind hearted and honest as a man 
should be, but the chief characteris- 
tic is the simple faith in success you 
have always manifested, which I 
can liken to nothing else than the 
faith a Christian has in the Saviour. 
• * * I knew, wherever I was, 
that you thought of me, and if I got 
in a tight place you would help me 
out if alive. " The noble sentiments 
expressed in this and similar corre- 
spondence were three bright spots 
which served to relieve the gloomy 
picture of desolating war.

me relate an incident that 
to some companies in the down 
town district at a lire, of this de- 
eeripiion. It occurred in Barclay 
ctr«ret, in Sho subcellaruf a crock- 
fry and glass warebousv, amid the 
straw u*ed to ]i«ck the glassware. 
It sent forth a dense, stifling smoke 
and was an ugly fire to fight. I 
will rebate it in the lather charac- 
teristic way in which it was told 
me by a fireman in one of the com- 
panies that were summoned to sub- 
due it. The story giv«* an idea of 
what the firemen in the business 
part of a big city uiay have to face 
at any timo. 


"The station came in one night at 


11:30. We rolled, and found the fire 
in Barclay street in a crockery 
waiehouso. Burning straw, jute, 
excelsior and all that sort of stuff 
in the subcellar. Smoke ? I never 
saw such smoke since I've been in 
the business. We went through the 
building and found the fire hadn't 
got above the cellar. We tried to 
get the line down the cellar btairs, 
but it was no use ; no one could live 
on that stairway for a minute. The 
chief then divided us up, sent out a 
second (a second alarm), and we 
sailed in to drown it out; 27 en- 
gine got the rear; 7 engine the stair- 
way, to keep it from coming up, 
and our company, £9, got the front 
We pried open the iron cellar doors 
on the pavement, only to find that 
the elevator used to carry freight 
to the bottom had been -run up to 
the top. Here were four inches of 
Georgia pine to cut through ! And, 
phew, such work in such smoke ! 


"Well, we got through this, opened 


it up and — out jt came! No flames, 
just smoke, and with force enough 
to suffocate a man in n second. We 
backed out to the gutter and got a 
little fresh air in our lungs and 
went at it again. We brought a 35 
foot ladder over, from Jhe truck and 
lowered it through tnis opening and 
found we couldn't touch bottom! 
A 45 foot ladder v^is put down and 
only three rungs remained above 
the sidewalk. This showed that 
there was over 40 feet of cellar and 
subeellar ! And down in this place 
we had to go with the line. 


"Well, the sooner we got at it the 


sooner it was over. Shifting the line 
over tho top rung of the ladder, so 
it wouldn't get caught, down we 
started. It was only 40 feet, but I 
can tell you it seemed like 340 be- 
fore we got to t lie bottom. Of course, 
when we got there it wasn't so bad; 
the smoke lifted and gave us n cor- 
ner in the cellar shaft where we 
could work, and we soon drove the 
lire away to the rear and out. but 
going down we got a dose of smoko 
we'll all remember to our last days. " 


The company working in the real- 


fared even worse than tho other. 
They had to descend into a narrow 
court only -1 feet wide, about 25 feet 
long (the width of the building) 
and 40 feet deep, merely a shaft to 
give light and air to the cellar and 
subcellur. When tho company in 
the front got to work, they drove 
the tiro to the rear with such vio- 
lence that this company was com- 
pelled to ascend rapidly to the 
street floor to save their lives.

The earliest mention of tea by an 


Englishman is probably that contained 
in a letter from Mr. Wickham, an agent 
of the East India company, written from 
Firando in Japan on the 27th of June, 
1615. to Mr. Eaton, another officer cf 
the company, resident at Macao, askirg 
him to send ''a pot of the best chaw " 
In Mr. Eaton's accounts of expenditures 
occurs this item, "Three silver porrin- 
gers to drink chaw iu." 


It was not until the middle of the 


seventeenth century that the English 
began to use tea. The first importations 
were from Java, and the price ranged 
from £6 to £10 per pound. In the Mer- 
cnrins Politiens of September, 1658, ap- 
pears tho following advertisement: 
"That excellent and by all pbysitians 
approved China drink, called by the 
Chincaus tcha, by other nations tay, or 
tea, is sold at the Sultaiiess Head, a 
copbee house in Sweetings Rents, by 
the Royal Exchange, London." 


Popys enters in his diary on the 25th 


of September, 1660, "I did send for u 
cnp cf tei-> :i China drink, of which I 
had never drnak before." This is a 
proof of the novelty of the drink iu 
England at that date. In 1(564 it is re- 
corded that the East. Indiu company 
presented the king with u o pounds 
and two ounces of "then."- 


About this time, however, the con- 


sumption of tea and coffeo becanw f:ish- 
ionable, aucl the importations large iu 
proportion.—Lippincott's. 


EDgliah Built Warship*. 


Not. only has England the greatest 


navy in the world, hut she has supplied 
almost every other nation with nio.'t of 
its warships. 


The Argentine Republic has six 


armored vessels, of which four were 
built at Birkenhcad, one at Poplar and 
one in Italy. Of her numerous cruisers 
and gunboats, all but two were built iu 
England. 


Chile has four 
armored ships, of 


which three wero built here. 


Greece has got 1 a of her 18 cruisers 


from us. Italy has come hero for four of 
her largest battleships, and eight of 
Japan's armored warships were made in 
British yards, as well as six of her 
cruisers. 


Holland has 5 warships built, in Eng- 


land; Spain has <i; Turkey has 12, and 
Portugal lias 12.

Should this be one oi 
his hath days, and these occur frorc 
two to four times a week, he will 
spend part of his forenoon in taking 
his bath, either a mud bath, sprudel 
bath or perhaps some more fanciful 
form, such as a pine needle bath. 
The mud hath is a hot, black, slimy 
combination of peat moss brought 
from Francisbad.mixed with sprudel 
water into a sort of gigantic elongat- 
ed mud pie, and the sprudel bath is 
the plain heated water from the 
Sprudel spring. 


After the bath rest in bed for an 


hour before dinner is recommended. 
Most kinds of baths can be had at 
the four different bathing establish- 
ments existing in the town, the finest 
of which, the Kaieerbad, opened in 
1895, is perhaps the most perfect 
establishment of the kind in Europe. 
In it, besides tho ordinary baths, 
may be had electric baths, massage 
and Swedish medical gymnastic 
treatment.--Collier's Weekly.

Tbe past month's oil operations in 
he Northwestern Ohio oil fields 
•bow an Increase of four in com- 
pleted welli, with a decrease in the 
new production of 170 barrels, and 
seven lew dry boles. Tbe drop In 
tbe production with more wells com- 
peted is dne to the fact tbat no very 
arge sized producers were completed 
during the month to swell the out- 
put. The daily average per well per 
lay for the month is 251 barrels, a 
trifling less than for May. There 
are l~5 drilling wells and 110 rigs up, 
which shows a decline of 25 in drill- 
ing wells and an Increase of 16 in 
rigs up and building. Wood county, 
as usual, leads by a large per cent, 
with 81 wells completed, 1,545 barrels 
new production, 7 dry hcles, 57 wells 
drilling and 42 rigs up. This is a 
decline in tbe production of the new 
wells in that county for Jnne against 
Hay of 830 barrels, which is a phe- 
nomenal drop. There is an oppor- 
tunity for a boom in old Wood coun- 
ty, as tbe Ohio Oil Company and 
Montgomery, Stitt & Pool have a 
merry..line fight on band. 


Hancock county stands well in 


second place for operations, with 37 
wells completed, 4 dry boles and a 
new production of 875 barrels daily 
added to the older production. Allen 
county shows a decline In operations, 
and for the month shows oaly 17 
wells completed, against 23 for May. 
There were three dry bolea and a new 
production of 255 barrels, Auglalze 
county has an increase of one well 
completed, with a total of 25 for 
June, six dry holes and 520- barrels 
output. Sandnsky county increased 
its work for June over the May re- 
port of five wells, there being a total 
of 36 completed, of which four were 
dry, the balance having a daily out- 
put of 795 barrels. Lucas county 
also comes forward with an increase of 
five more wells, of which three of the 
total of 21 were dry boles. This is 
considered a very good average for a 
new field. The balance shows a 
daily production of 425 barrels. Tan 
Wert, Seneca, Mercer and Wyandot 
counties show but little changa, still 
Mercez county is credited with 13 
completed wells during the nonth, of 
which five were dry holes. Wyandot 
county has a little excitement, which 
is caused by the drilling in of a well 
some weeks ago just at the north 
edge of the corporation of Upper 
Sandnsky. 
6eo. W. Barnes has

Ottawa county, one of 
the new additions to the field, is 
liable ta surprise the oil fraternity to 
some eafcent.
